On a mission for 
victims of rioting 


A CHARITY has hit out 
at “armchair critics” by 
launching a campaign 
to help those affected 
by the London riots. 

Crack On!, a Newmarket 
organisation whose ethos 
is “help others before 
helping yourself”, is asking 
residents and businesses 
to donate food, blankets 
and money to those who 
lost their homes or their 
livelihoods. 

Gary Spencer, co-founder of 
the charity, said: “We have had a 
great response and we are getting 
donations in thick and fast. We 
will hopefully be making the trip 
to London later this week to 
deliver everything to the people 
in the worst-affected areas.” 

As well as food donations, the 
charity is asking businesses in 
the area to give money to the 
looted shops to help them 
reopen. They are also launching 
a 40-day challenge which asks 
people to do something to help 
others every day, such as helping 
in the riot clear-up - but the 
charity also suggests helping out 
closer to home by running 
errands for elderly people in your

neighbourhood. 

Mr Spencer said: “When the 
riots were going on there was so 
much coverage and people on 
social networking sites were 
saying how awful it was, and 
making unhelpful suggestions 
like ‘send all the rioters to 
Afghanistan’. 

“It’s so easy to be an armchair 
critic but it takes a lot more to 
say, ‘right, somebody needs to do 
something about this’ and just 
get on with it. We want to show 
everyone that there are people 
who are willing to act like adults 
about this and set a good 
example.” 

The charity is asking people to 
donate food, drink, clothes, 
blankets, furniture and any other 
item which may be useful to the 
victims. These can be dropped 
off at the Crack On! shop in All 
Saints Road, or at a drop point at 
the Mildenhall Sainsbury’s

Man, 40, 
cleared 
of rape 
after trial 


A JURY has cleared a man 
over allegations that he 
repeatedly raped a woman 
at her home in Newmarket. 

Mohammed Arif had pleaded 
not guilty to three charges of rape 
against the 62-year-old. 

On Tuesday, following a trial at 
Ipswich Crown Court spanning six 
days, he was found not guilty on 
all of the charges. 

It took the jury of six men and 
six women three hours and 45 
minutes to reach their decision. 

After the verdicts were returned, 
Judge Peter Fenn told Arif who 
had declined to give evidence, 
that he was free to leave the dock. 

Arif, 40, of no fixed address but 
who previously lived at addresses 
in Newmarket and Norwich, had 
been held in custody since 
February awaiting the trial. 

During the trial, defence lawyer 
Matthew McNiff told the jury that 
between her and Arif had been 
entirely with her consent. 

Mr McNiff suggested that 
despite claims by the woman that 
Arif had broken into her house 
and then raped her, she had in 


fact invited him for sex with her. 

That accounted for no signs of a 
break-in at the property and the 
woman had a history of leaving a 
door unlocked to admit late-night 
callers, he said. 

The woman, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, had 
previously lied about her contact 
with Arif and appeared anxious to 
conceal her relations with him 
from her daughter, said Mr 
McNiff. 

From the outset Arif had not 
denied having had sex with the 
woman but insisted that it had 
always been consentual, Mr 
McNiff told the court. 

Earlier in the trial the woman, 
describing to the jury what she 
alleged Arif had done said it was a 
“night of hell.” 

She said that despite having 
made her home secure she had 
awoken to find Arif standing in 
the doorway of her bedroom 
before he dragged her from the 
bed and raped her. 

If she had resisted she feared 
that Arif would have killed her, the 
woman told the court.

Skip hire firm admits 
operating illegal site 


A SKIP hire company has admitted 
operating an illegal waste site on land 
off Green Lane, Red Lodge, and 
knowing that it should have had an 
environmental permit. 

Bury St Edmunds Magistrates’ Court 
heard that Burwell Skip Hire Ltd had 
previously been warned by the 
Environment Agency for operating 
illegally at another site. 

The company was fined £1,750 and 
ordered to pay full Environment 
Agency costs of £2,309. 

Claire Bentley, prosecuting for the 
Agency, told the court that prior to 
operating the illegal site, the company 
had been given advice to stop running 
a waste transfer station without an 
environmental permit at Barton Mills, 
Suffolk. 

Then, in December 2010 it began 
operating the site at Red Lodge where 
skips of waste were seen by Agency 
officers. The company was advised to 
stop operating and to clear the site by a 
pre-agreed date of 31 December. 
Advice was also given on the need to 
apply for a bespoke permit if the 


company wanted to run a waste 
transfer station at the site. 

Officers made further visits and 
found that although some waste had 
been cleared there were signs of new 
waste at the site and evidence of waste 
being burned, Miss Bentley told the 
court. 

Nick Wall told investigating officers 
that the company knew it needed a 
permit and had been told there was 
one for the site. He admitted they 
started to run before they could walk. 

He said clearing the site had taken 
longer than they anticipated because 
the truck broke down and the company 
now collected skips and took them 
straight to authorised disposal sites. 

After the hearing, Environment 
Agency officer Euan Simpson said: 
“The company had been previously 
warned and provided with all the 
information needed to apply for an 
Environmental Permit. 

“We have since provided further 
guidance and met with the company to 
ensure that the business is operated 
legally in the future.” 


County teachers 
get top training 

NEW teachers in Suffolk are benefiting from 
some of the best training in the country, 
according to a national guide. 

A primary school teaching training scheme, 
run by Suffolk and Norfolk County Councils 
and University Campus Suffolk, has been 
judged the ninth best in the country in the 
Buckingham University Good Teacher 
Training Guide 2011. 

The Suffolk and Norfolk Primary School 
Centred Initial Teacher Training (SCITT) was 
joined in the top 10 by five universities, 
including Oxford and Cambridge. 

Carol Nind, course leader, said: “It is terrific 
to receive this recognition. 

“It has been very much a team effort in 
building the quality of our teacher training 
year on year. 

“It is flattering to be in the top 10 alongside 
the bigger players like Oxford and Cambridge 
Universities.” 

The training scheme had 53 trainees during 
the last academic year, with more than half 
qualifying with a grade of outstanding. Of 
these 53 trainees 41 continue to teach in 
schools throughout Suffolk.

County lands £11 m broadband boost 


SUPER-fast broadband coverage 
in Suffolk has received a major 
boost with £11 million in 
Government funding. 

The county’s £41 million plans 
to build the network across the 
county received backing from 
Westminster with the investment 
pledged by the Department for 
Culture, Media and Sport. It 
means Suffolk can move forward 
with its ambitious goal to create a 
broadband network fit for the 21st 
century. 

The move follows a decision by 
Suffolk County Council to invest 
up to £10 million in the project - 


a decision which may have 
proved crucial in securing the 
backing from Government. 

Cllr Mark Bee, Suffolk County 
Council’s leader, said: “I’m 
ecstatic. From the day I was 
elected leader I’ve wanted this 
and have worked hard with all our 
partners to make it happen. 

“Today is an important 
milestone in our ambition to 
create for Suffolk a broadband 
network fit for the 21st century. 
We can now crack on with the 
project and turn our ambition into 
a reality.” 

Delivering the £41.7 million 


project will help local businesses 
grow, improve educational 
attainment and remove a major 
block to public service 
transformation in Suffolk. 

Suffolk currently has one of the 
poorest broadband networks in 
England. The average broadband 
speed currently experienced by 
Suffolk’s consumers and small 
businesses is under 5Mbps. 

The lack of good broadband 
coverage in the county is felt to 
have created a major constraint 
on business growth and a block 
on public service transformation.

Toxin blamed 
as fish killed 

Anglers’ chief suspects poachers 


MORE than 1,500 fish were 
found dead at a river in 
Mildenhall - raising sus¬ 
picions that poachers could 
have been pouring in a 
highly toxic pesticide. 

The Environment Agency (EA) 
is investigating after the fish were 
found on the banks and floating 
in the Jubilee Fields section of the 
River Lark. 

Roger Pigerham, chairman of 
Suffolk fishing group the Lark 
Angling Preservation Society 
(LAPS), was called to the scene. 

He said: “I’ve never seen 
anything like that on the river 
before. 

“It’s an awfully strange case as 
there’s nothing natural that could 
have killed that many fish. There 
aren’t normally any poachers on 
that stretch but of late we’ve

started to suspect there may be 
some. 

“When I got there the EA was 
putting in hydrogen peroxide to 
try to save some of the fish, as 
there was very little oxygen left in 
the water. It’s down to them that 
more fish didn’t die.” 

LAPS and the EA suspect 
poachers may have poured 
Rotenone, a pesticide that is 
highly toxic to fish, into the river 
at about 8am on Tuesday, July 26. 

The pesticide poisons the fish, 
causing them to float to the 
surface where they can be easily 
collected. It can also be toxic to 
humans, but usually loses its 
strength after about three days in 
the environment. 


Mr Pigerham said: “Other 
anglers and I often fish at this spot 
for enjoyment. The poachers 
aren’t doing it for fun though they 
want to take the fish to eat. 

“Luckily the fish population 
hasn’t been hit too hard - I 
suppose only about five per cent 
of the fish in the river were killed." 

The EA is testing water samples 
from the river, which is home to 
more than 20 species of fish, to 
see if the water was contam¬ 
inated. 

A spokeswoman from the EA 
said there were no results through 
yet, but that they were expected 
within the next fortnight. 

The river was also hit by 
pollution earlier this year when it 
was revealed that fungicide from a 
farm near Bury St Edmunds had 
leaked in to the water, killing 50 
crayfish.

A MAN simulated a six-hour 
mountain trek outside a 
supermarket to raise money 
for people with autism. 

Alex Round, 23, from 
Newmarket, walked 40km with 
a heavy backpack on a 
treadmill outside Asda in 
Stowmarket. He raised £400 
which will go to the National 
Autistic Society. 

Alex, who carried out the 
feat on on Friday, August 5, 
said: “People often ask what 
I’m planning when they see 
me training in the gym, so I 
thought I would take my 
training out on the streets and 
raise awareness of autism at 
the same time.” 

Alex’s 20-year-old sister 
has Asperger syndrome, a 
type of autism that can cause 
serious social difficulties. 

He said: “Talking to their 
shoppers made me realise 
just how many people’s lives 
are touched by autism. My 
sister struggled to find work 
because of her condition but, 
just four weeks ago, she 
started a new job as a 
receptionist. It has been 
incredible to see her light up 
at the chance to go out to 
work.

Alex, who studies law at 
BPP University College, is in 
training for an expedition to 
climb North America’s highest 
mountain next year - 6,194m 
Mount McKinley in Alaska.

Top trainer 
told to pay 
ex-head lad 


Dismissal was unfair, rules judge 


A LEADING Newmarket trainer 
unfairly dismissed a head lad and 
now faces having to pay her 
compensation, an employment 
tribunal has ruled. 

John Gosden, of John Gosden Racing 
LLP, denied the claim during a two-day 
tribunal hearing in Bury St Edmunds in 
June. 

The tribunal panel has now issued its 
judgement, which upholds a claim of 
unfair dismissal made by Julia Bocan. 

The panel has dismissed a second 
claim of sexual discrimination on the 
grounds of pregnancy. A further hearing 
will now take place to decide on the level 
of payment to be made to Miss Bocan 
from her former employers. 

Miss Bocan, 28, from Bury St 
Edmunds, lost her job in March last year 
in what had been described as a 
redundancy situation with a need by 
John Bocan Racing LLP to reduce the

number of non-riding head lads from its 
74 staff. 

Employment Judge Martin Warren, 
who presided over the hearing in June, 
said: “It is clear that a decision had been 
made from the outset that it was Miss 
Bocan who would go. 

“It appears that the selection criteria 
adopted was to ensure that Miss Bocan 
would be the person who would score 
the least.” 

During the redundancy procedure 
Miss Bocan, 28, scored half the number 
of points than that of the next person. 

Mr Gosden said he was satisfied that 
the procedure had been “wholly fair”. He 
told the tribunal that he only became 
aware that Miss Bocan was pregnant 
after the redundancy procedure was 
under way and it made no difference in 
deciding to select her.

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Warning over 
phone scam 

CON artists have been targeting people in 
Suffolk by falsely claiming to be from the 
Money Saving Expert website and telling 
people they are due a tax rebate. 

Suffolk Trading Standards is warning 
people about the scam after a man 
contacted officers on August 5 to tell them 
a company had cold-called him over the 
telephone to say he was due a tax rebate of 
nearly £6,000. 

The fraudsters then asked him to buy 
Ukash vouchers and provide them with 
the number on the voucher in return for a 
cheque, to be delivered later that day. 

County councillor Colin Spence, 
portfolio holder for public protection, 
said: “Consumers should be very wary of 
contact via distance communication from 
companies asking for an upfront fee or the 
purchase of money vouchers in exchange 
for tax rebates. 

“In this case a well-known company 
name has been used to try and provide the 
scam with some creditability and lure 
consumers into parting with hard-earned 
money. The best advice we can give is if 
the offer appears too good to be true, it 
probably is. Consumers should contact 
Consumer Direct to report any suspicious 
contact of this type.”

BIDS for the small painted 
horse perched outside a 
Newmarket craft gallery 
have already topped £600.

“For me it has been an amazing 



experience, to get to know the 
horse, the people, the history.” 

Proceeds from Dancing Brave 
will be split between Racing 
Welfare and St Nicholas Hospice. 

Mavis Pope, the artist, is a 
supporter of the racing charity, 
which looks after her brother-in- 
law, Jimmy Welch, a retired trainer 
and jockey.

Haulage firm 
sends in plan 
for truck bay 


CONGESTION has driven a 
haulage company to submit a 
planning bid for a 40-bay lorry 
park near Newmarket. 

Turners (Soham) is based on a 40-acre 
site in Exning, but the lack of space for 
the operation at its headquarters is 
resulting in damage to the lorries and 
traffic problems in the transport yard. 

The company’s design and access 
statement submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council said: 
“The previous growth of the business 
and the development of the site in recent 
years has led to excessive vehicle 
congestion in the transport yard. 

“This congestion reduces on-site 
efficiency, as well as increasing 
maintenance costs (arising from on-site 
damage).” 

Construction of the lorry park at the 
north end of the existing site would not, 
it said, mean more traffic travelling to 
and from the area, nor would any 
vehicles will be added to the company’s 
fleet on the site. 

Plans for the lorry park are intended to 
give Turners the space to reorganise the 
way the site runs, with tractor unit and 
trailer parking spaces designated for 
particular operations. 

The scheme would see an area set

aside for drivers from other depots to 
sleep in their cabs, spaces around the 
workshop for tractor units and trailers to 
park for repairs, as well as a location 
where non-Turners trucks could stop 
before unloading their goods. 

Turners hopes extra space to create 
areas for specific purposes would make it 
easier for staff to focus on vehicles 
queuing for maintenance work, and the 
development is expected cut the amount 
of damage currently suffered by vehicles 
at the site. 

The business’s statement added: 
“Turners would like to increase the 
allocated space between all parked 
vehicles in order to reduce self-inflicted 
damage whilst parking, and to make it 
easier for the drivers to carry out their 
vehicle check before having to move the 
vehicle.” 

Low light pollution lanterns will be put 
in place on the site if the plans are 
approved, whose design does not force 
light upwards.

Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed.

Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 



WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes.

Revamp proves 
it’s good to talk

YEARS of persever¬ 
ance by a Newmarket 
woman has resulted 
in the refurbishment 
of a town building. 

Wendy Howell, a 
pensioner who lives in 
The Avenue, Newmarket, 
the same street as the BT 
Exchange, first took up 
her complaint about the 
state of the building in 
2004. 

She said the lawn was 
churned up when cabling 
was installed several years 
ago, and had been left 
rough. 

Grass in the two green 
areas at the front of the 
building, she said, was cut 
infrequently, leaving the 
weeds to grow as tall as a 
windowsill; litter thrown 
there was pushed to one 
side or shredded when the 
area was cut, and the 
building itself has fallen 
into disrepair. 

She said: “I would 
always ring up in May 
because that’s when 
everything sprouts up. 
Those two areas were a 
complete collection of 
weeds and bad grass.” 

The site, she said, made 
a bad impression on 
people visiting New¬ 
market as well as on 
inhabitants of the town. 

She said: “These two 
rather attractive doors 
were all bashed and 
scratched from being used 
over the years, the 
windows were OK, but I 
think the windowsills, 
frames - anything that

needed painting - were 
not, it was in a very bad 
state - totally neglected.” 

Mrs Howell stepped up 
her campaign in 2009 with 
a letter to BT, in which she 
described the building as 
the only eyesore in the 
street, following the new 
pavement, road surface 
and trees put in place in 
The Avenue. 

She first wrote to Philip 
Butterfield, area facilities 
manager for Monteray, 
which organises the 
repairs for BT properties, 
last spring. 

He met her at the site to 
find out what needed to be 
done. A surveyor visited, 
handed the project over to 
BT which approved the 
funding, and Monteray got 
involved again for the

consultation. 

The scaffolding was 
erected in March, and the 
glittering building was 
unveiled in late July. 

Mr Butterfield, 36, said: 
“The windows were 
completely refurbished; 
they were found to be 
rotten and no longer able 
to be repaired. They 
stripped them out and 
redid the wood and kept 
the original look.” 

The green areas at the 
front are set to be 
resurfaced in the next few 
weeks. 

He said they had tried 
their best to restore it to 
its original state, and 
added Mrs Howell was the 
one who deserved credit 
for the result.

MAN learns a harsh lesson 
about meddling with nature 
in Rupert Wyatt's splendid 
new chapter in the Planet Of 
The Apes saga. 

Drawing elements from 
different films in the original 
series, Rise Of The Planet Of 
The Apes takes advantage of 
the latest technological 
wizardry to deliver a thrilling 
adventure that doesn't skimp 
on heartbreaking emotion. 
Wyatt orchestrates some 
breathtaking set pieces, 
including a climactic scene of 
apes on the rampage that 
unfolds at dizzying speed, 
seamlessly melding digital 
and live action elements. 
However, beneath the 
pyrotechnics there beats a 
human heart, not least in the 
character of Caesar the ape, 
brought majestically to life 
using the same motion 
capture technology as 
Gollum in Lord Of The Rings. 
Scientist Will Rodman (James 
Franco) is determined to find

Will smuggles a baby chimp 
called Caesar out of the lab 
and raises it with his father. 

As the years pass and Caesar 
blossoms, Will falls in love 
with veterinarian Caroline 


Aranha (Freida Pinto), who is 
stunned by Will's ability to 
communicate with the 
chimpanzee. 

Caroline warns Will that he 
cannot keep Caesar as a pet 
forever. 

Rise Of The Planet Of The 
Apes marries present and 
past, gifting the most iconic 
line ("get your filthy paws off 
me you damn dirty ape!") to 
Tom Felton, playing a sadistic 
keeper at an ape sanctuary. 

Scenes between Franco and 
Lithgow are beautifully 
judged and the interaction 
between the two men and 
the digitally-rendered Caesar 
is surprisingly moving.

GARDENING 


The daughters of the soil 



HOW DOES MY GARDEN GROW? Chris Beardshaw will be out in 
the garden with his daughters this summer.

W HILE many of us will 
be sunning ourselves 
abroad this summer, TV 
gardener Chris Beardshaw will 
be out in the garden with his 
three daughters, sowing, digging 
and insect-hunting. 

The award-winning garden designer 
and broadcaster, a regular on BBC Two’s 
Gardeners ’ World and Radio 4’s 
Gardeners ’ Question Time, says the long 
school summer holidays are an ideal time 
to introduce children to the wonders of 
the garden and make them more 
ecologically aware. 

Beardshaw, who runs his own design 
business, gives talks and lectures across 
the UK, works with schools to facilitate 
outdoor landscapes and runs his own 
mentoring scholarship, will be spending 
time at his home in Gloucester to 
encourage his children to get their hands 
dirty. 

“Some things are straightforward like 
sowing seeds of short-term crops such as 
lettuces and rocket which will be 


cropping before the end of the summer 
holidays, but it’s also good to sow things 
that are more long-term. We’ve planted 
apple trees and are anticipating our first 
crop of apples.” 

Explaining the way in which different 
flowers attract different insects is an ideal 
way to engage children, he observes. 

“One of the things which stimulate 
children is the way in which the floral 
elements of the garden attract organisms 
such as bees, butterflies and other insects. 
Of course, it’s great to explain the way in 


which different insects are attracted to 
different flowers. 

“Try to get the children to understand 
that the shape of the flower is largely 
going to dictate the type of insect that’s 
going to be visiting. Tubular flowers tend 
to attract insects with long tongues, such 
as long-tongued bees, butterflies and 
moths. 

“The flatter flowers from the daisy 
family, such as echinacea, are much better 
for shorter-tongued insects such as the 
honey bee.” 


For a bit of fun, you can buy online a 
listening device for bats, which are likely 
to be in the neighbourhood harvesting 
midges and moths on the wing at night. 

“To bring the garden to life at night is 
extraordinary. We had a lovely moon last 
night and ventured out before the kids 
went to bed and just stood and listened to 
what was going on.” 

Many veg, whether root or leaf crops, 
can be used as a salad crop, he notes. 

“We sowed all of last year’s seed which 
hadn't been previously sown, all mixed 
together, in one redundant area of the 
garden and harvested the leaves - 
nasturtiums, carrots and bulls blood beet 
leaf can all be cut and used as a quick 
salad crop within four to six weeks. And 
there’s nothing wrong with letting those 
crops grow on to harvest young 
vegetables. 

“Sowing has traditionally been thought 
of as a spring activity, but there’s no 
reason why you can't sow all year round, 
using the tops of lemonade bottles or 
cloches to protect young seedlings.” 

Beardshaw, who is involved with a 
variety of schools’ initiatives, says the 
number of children becoming involved in 
gardening is on the rise because of an 
increased awareness through schools and 
everyday reading matter which points to 
the importance of five-a-day and food 
sources. 

Garden shows often have points of 
interest for children, such as the Chester 
Zoo garden at the recent RHS Tatton Park 
show in Cheshire, which was based on a 
dinosaur theme complete with a model 
dinosaur, along with four football-themed 


gardens. 

“Many more schools are getting 
involved in using their external 
environment as a green classroom. For a 
relatively modest investment, you get a 
huge return in school gardens. 

“When I was a child, I was told that it 
was only remedial students who studied 
horticulture and gardening. How things 
have changed.” 

Among the most popular gardening 
jobs among kids is composting, he 
reflects, and it’s never too late to start 
your own compost heap. 

“Children are fascinated by 
composting, probably because it involves 
a little bit of decomposition, muck, 
smelly stuff, insects and worms. It’s 
something they can literally get their 
fingers in to and allows them to start to 
appreciate the importance of looking after 
soil.” 

Others may simply enjoy collecting 
leaves and flowers to make into collages, 
or building logpiles to attract a variety of 
insects. 

“Fet the grass grow a little longer to 
allow some of the clovers, daisies, 
dandelions and ajugas to come through 
because looking at even the smallest 
section of grass which you’ve allowed to 
grow long, you see all sorts of insects and 
invertebrates crawling around there.” 

Don’t feel that you have to spend all 
day and every day lecturing the children 
about nature - or it will seem like an 
extremely long summer break. 

“The most important thing is to get 
children outside to find their own 
entertainment,” he says.

Ex hits the 
spot to land 
big targets 

MARCO Botti signalled his intention 
to take on Frankel again with 
Excelebration after his star colt ran 
away with the CGA Hungerford 
Stakes at Newbury. 

Sir Henry Cecil’s champion has 
twice beaten Excelebration this 
season, but the improvement in the 
German 2000 Guineas winner was 
evident as he defeated his elders 
with aplomb in Saturday’s 
Group Two. 

A Group One race now beckons, 
with the Prix du Moulin at 
Longchamp on September 11 and 
then the Queen Elizabeth II Stakes 
at Ascot on October 15 the obvious 
targets. 

It is in the latter he would be likely 
to meet Frankel again, but on 
Saturday’s evidence Excelebration 
would be no pushover. 

Adam Kirby asked the 5-4 
favourite to quicken a furlong out 
and he bounded away to slam 
Beacon Lodge by six lengths under 
minimal encouragement. 

"He’s already proved that he’s a 
good horse, and he was very 
impressive,’’ said Botti. “We left a 
little bit to work on, so I expect him 
to come on a lot for the run. 

“We will go for another Group 
One race now. It could be the Prix 
du Moulin at Longchamp next 
month and maybe the QEII at Ascot. 
I’ve never had any doubt he's a 
Group One horse. 

“Frankel is not just a normal good 
horse, he is something else. To think 
we can beat him at this stage is 


probably a bit unrealistic but who 
knows? A race is a race.” 

■ Fencing, the 5-4 favourite, staked 
an early claim for Classic honours 
with an emphatic victory in the 
Denford Stud Stakes, better known 
as the Washington Singer, at 
Newbury on Saturday. 

“He’s very progressive. We’ll 
probably stay at seven. He’s a horse 
on an upward curve and we’ve 
always liked him,” said trainer John 
Gosden. 

■ Hayley Turner finished fourth on 
Michael Bell’s Wigmore Hall in the 
Arlington Million in Chicago, a race 


won by Jamie Spencer on Aidan 
O’Brien. 

“He ran well,” said Turner. “It all 
went all right for me early in the 
race and I had a handy position. Just 
turning in I was hunting Cape 
Blanco and he’s kicked and I’ve gone 
after him, but he’s hit a bit of a flat 
spot and then got himself in a bit of 
trouble. When he got the daylight he 
ran on. 

“Unfortunately it’s one of those 
things. He felt really well, it was just 
that the gaps weren’t there when I 
needed them.” 

■ Roger Varian believes there is 


plenty to look forward to with the 
well-touted Firdaws following her 
narrow debut defeat at Newbury on 
Friday. The daughter of Oaks 
heroine Eswarah was all the rage for 
her racecourse introduction but, 
although she travelled strongly, she 
was just unable to reel in Tales Of 
Grimm. 

“She didn’t win, but she ran a race 
full of promise,” said Varian. “She 
showed a bit of greenness and 
probably just needed the run, but 
she looked to have a bit of ability 
there, which is what we wanted her 
to show.” 


Fallon proves he’s 
a tour de four-ce 
with 272-1 salvo 

KIEREN Fallon was in red-hot form at 
Newmarket on Saturday, the former 
champion jockey booting home four winners. 
Fallon, now third in the title race behind Paul 
Hanagan and Silvestre de Sousa, kicked off 
with victory for Mahmood Al Zarooni and the 
Godolphin operation aboard 8-1 chance 
Pimpernel in the Live In-Play Football On 
Skybet Mobile Fillies’ Nursery. 

Al Zarooni also provided the second leg of 
the 272-1 four-timer as the once-beaten 
French Navy (evens-favourite) justified heavy 
market support in the WT's Snooker And 
Sporting Club Conditions Stakes. 

Next up was Nordic Sky (5-2) for William 
Haggas in the Mickey Flynn’s American Pool 
Hall Handicap, with Fallon’s afternoon 
rounding off in style on Midnight Oil for his 
boss Luca Cumani in the 
newmarketracecourses.co.uk Handicap. 

■ Native Khan will not run again this season. 
Ed Dunlop’s impressive Craven Stakes 
winner was a creditable third behind Frankel 
in the 2000 Guineas before finishing fifth in 
the Derby at Epsom. But he failed to 
reproduce that form when well beaten in the 
Irish Derby, and Dunlop feels the grey will 
benefit from having the rest of the year off. 
“Native Khan ran well to be beaten only two 
lengths in the English Derby, but clearly 
Epsom took more out of him than we 
originally thought as he did not reproduce 
that form at the Curragh,” he said. 

“I have spoken to the owners, and we have 
decided that there is not much left for him in 
the second half of the season - apart from 
taking on the very best - so we have drawn 
stumps for the year and will bring him back 
next season.
